THE NON-CO-OPERATIONISTS. 


One of Lord Reading's first.acts on arriving in India 
was to interview the Non-Co-Operation leaders. What 
occurred has not transpired in detail. but the new Viceroy 
bas made it known that Mr. Gandhi and the Ali brothers 

romised to obtained frow sedition. . Perhaps the two sides 
‘had diferent ideas of what this meant. The authorities 
- adopted a lenient policy towards the Non-Co-Operationists 
aslong as they could. but, with the Moplah and other 
outbreaks causing serious trouble, it was deemed high time 
to take action against.the leaders, hence the arrest of the 
Ali brothers and others. Mr. Gandhi took heed of the 
Government's decision. and bas been ‘more discreet in his 
utterances, so that the instigator of Non-Co-Operation 
is not among the accused. When Shaukat Ali was arrested 
he enjoined orderliness upon bis followers, and Mohammed 
Ali has just declared in Court that be was ignorant of the 
. leaflets sent to Moslems in the Army, Such protestations 
‘may sound innocent ensugh, but the avowals made by 
Mohammed Ali at the trial show plainly the disruptive 
nature of the movement. 

This accused wuuouuced, in elect, that us son as 
Indian Moslems feel strony enough they will declare a jehad 

_ against the Government, being bound, he states. to do so 
by Islamic law. This candour at least clears the air. it 
is impossible to reconcile such utterances with a no-sedition 
promise; and an added seriousness is imparted to the 
situation by the recent action of the Nationalist Congress 
in adopting a “civil disobedience” resolution’ All along 
it bas been the contention of many observers that such

intent; now the disguise appears to have been thrown off, 
whatever Mohammed Ali may say in Court about his

“is permissible to glance at the general prinviples of Moslem 
hostility as here put forward. The reasons gived are three. 
The first is the Goverument’s attitude to Islamic States, the 
chief being Turkey.

A dozen years agu the regime of 
the Committee of Unton and Progress was ushered in with 
a.flourish of trumpets, English Liberals hailing it asa 
triumph for reform. The Young -Turks made a worse 
‘ showing than has Young China. In relation to the 
spiritual aspect, what is known as the, Khilafat, strict 
Moslems, we are told, regard the Sultan of Turkey asa 


usurper, the true Imam or Sheikh-ul-islam being the King 


of the Hedjaz, who has consistently supported and been 
supported by the Allies, and whose son is recommended by 
thent es King of Mesopotomia. Regarding the Holy 
Places of Islam, British generals, by report, have been very 
careful. The third complaint is that the British Covern- 
mevt has “condoned” the Turco-Greek conflict,

is a huge concentration of armed 
factions struggling in the country 
around the Yangtseze Vallay.. An 
almost powerless President in 
Peking ia at the bead of a regime 
utterly at the merey of powerfal 
Tuchuns, against whom the 
would-be reformers of the south 
can Have litle hope of making 
headway. One can scarcely 
wonder at the fact that 
those who would wish Ching 
well area openly talking of 
the advisability of requesting hor 
to submit to international control 
for a term of years. Provided 
such could be accomplished uader 
the strictest of guarantees safe- 
Guarding the sovereign integrity 
of tha country it might be worth 
while the various parties in China 
giving serious consideration to 
the matter.

Taking all 
the facts of the present situation 
into consideration Hongkong has 
not coma put too badly—in 
fact we' have — been - par- 
ticularly fortanate in. compari- 
son with other centres, even with 
those of Singapore and Shanghai.

Indeed, 
they should not be uttered as all, 
since they are false. The men 
who have “taken powar into 
their hands“, are the ariginators 
and up-holders of the counter- 
revolution against the Chinese 
Republic—Yuan Shihtkai, Tuan 
Chi-jui, Hsa Shih-chang and his 
Mandarin crowd and the 
Tuchunate; not the founders of 
the Republic, President Son 
Yat-seo, Dr. Wao Ting-fang and. 
Mr. Tang Shao-yi who are the 
political leaders of that Young 
China cursed alike by the 
ignorant and malicious. . 

Your correspondent professes 
to datect the causa. of China's 
disarray in the disuse of tho vest- 
ments of the Old Regime in the 
new ritual of government. He is 
wrong. Yuan Shih-kai justified 
the counter-revolution on the 
precise tenet that ralership in 
China must be held to the ancient 
ways. They who have followed 
bim and “taken power into their 
hands” bold to the same dogma. 
Mis-reading the profound troth 
that an economically modern 
China must rest on the enduring 
foundations of Chinese culture, 
the counter-revolutionaries faco 
the past and, crablike, move 
backwards towards the future. 
“Young China” denies thats 
modern Chinese was born to walk 
likeacrab! This is the point of 
“high doctrine” whieb preserves 
us from the gospel of disaster pre- 
ached by the Chinase of the caun- 
ter-revolution and, I regret to 
cote, by “ATrue Friend of China”. 

And it is not strange that your 
cortespondant should propourd a 
“half-baked” scheme of interna- 
tional control of China. If the 
object of his precious scheme is to 
ensure the effective functioning 
of the apparatus of foreign 
trade in Chins, it is conceivable 
that he and others ‘may bave to 
quit this part of the world on tha 
morrow of the attempt to impose 
on China an international pro- 
tectorate. The forces of nation- 
alism and racial pride, released. 
since 1912-12, would resist to the- 
death such an attempt at a pew 
order of alien conquest of China. 
And foreign trade might well 
wither in’ consequence: of the 
vast and profound upheaval which 
would bs provoked by the new 
captivity. The idea is bred of a 
mental process thatis not uncom- 
mon in the case of the intellectual-, 
ly short-sighted. Interpreting 
the revolutionary work of 1911- 
12 as no more than an episodic 
event io bistory instead ofa great 
travail bringing forth a naw order 
of national life, people like ” A 
True Friend of China” perceive 
ouly surface disturbances where 
a penetrating mind must see 
structural movements in the 
depths of China's being. You 
can “control” a disturbance but 
never a movement, with the seed- 
forces of an undying change.
